Byrd said Potempa proposed to use the 
property for an auto-scrap and metal-sal- 
vage yard. 


THE PROPOSED use also includes 


auto part sales and storage for 400 autos, 
Byrd said. 


Last month, the zoning board of ap- 


peals voted to recommend the project's 
denial to the county board after some 20 
area residents raised objections the yard 
would cause drainage problems and 
uould be a potential source of pollution. 
The project also would cause harm to 
plants in a nearby nursery, the residents 
said. 


Before that, however, the county's 


planning and zoning commission re- 
turned favorable recommendations be- 
cause the surrounding area was almost 
entirely nonresidential and was com- 
patible with other zoning classifications 
in the area, said Byrd. 


Buffalo Cove officials have lodged a 


formal objection to the proposed junk- 
yard in a resolution submitted to Lake 
County officials. 


WILLIAM BALLING, village adminis- 


trative assistant, said officials are ob- 
jecting to traffic problems the junkyard 
would cause on Weiland Road near the 
Aptakisic-Tnpp Elementary School. The 
school is within a half-mile of the junk- 
yard site, he said. 


Village officials also oppose what they 


term inadequate access for trucks and 
wreckage vehicles. No frontage to the 
site exists, said Balling, and trucks 
would have to use a 20-foot easement as 
an access route. 


The resolution also says the developer 


has proposed no control measures for 
noise pollution and petrochemical spill- 
age.

Mounties—Canada's all-in-one 
officials 


MERVMARKELL

Don't expect M«rv Markell to wrap his 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


And it's hard to imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobbledygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant in the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties are, quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said. 


There are some differences, he said. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, he said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there are only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountie detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
said. 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole ball of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE-SOME Mounties are handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Jfarines. The result is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to bo reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimer, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from bis home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mounties. Markell caid he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markell said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice in San Francisco, be wore Ms reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
see a Mountie wearing, be said. 


Markell, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, must retain some of the Mountie 
mystic in his soul On the wall of his 
family room are two pictures: redcoated 
Mounties with their faithful hustte and 
another showing a Mountie wUb a 
trusted Indian guide.

Ford told a news conference con-

"the economic situation in 1976 will be an 
Improving picture. I believe uncmploy- 
ment will bo going down and employ- 
ment will be going up. 


"I think the economic circumstances 


will be good enough to justify at least my 
seeking reelection." Ford said. 


He said "good old American free enter- 


prise" in the form of cash rebates to pur- 
chasers of new cars had gotten the econ- 
omy "moving quicker than had been an- 
ticipated." 


Ford predicted that In 1976 the cost of 


living will go up 7 per cent, compared 
with the 12.2 per cent Jump In the past 
year. Ho contended this would be "a 
very significant Improvement, as It Is not 
double-digit inflation." 


He said he expected the second and 


third quarter of this year to produce a 
"switch on the plus side," with a 5 per 
cent Increase in the Cross National Prod- 


uct and possibly a reduction in jobless- 
ness of 2 million. 


Asked his reaction of a bill approved 


by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee for an $8.4 billion income tax re- 
bate, "Ford said "I'll have to wait for 
the final version."

Strong quake hits N. E. China 


A strong earthquake hit parts of northeastern China Tues- 


day, the Japanese meteorological agency said. Peking broad- 
casts made no mention of the quake, but the Japanese mete- 
orological agency said there were no Immediate reports of 
casualties. The magnitude of the tremor was measured as 7.4 
on the Rlchlcr scale. By comparison, the tremor which de- 
stroyed much of the Nlcaraguan capital of Managua on Dec.

Calls cut off by Congress 'a tragedy' 
Kissinger backs Turkish aid 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger Tuesday called 
Congress1 midnight cutoff of military aid 
to Turkey "a tragedy." 


But he said he was hopeful Congress 


will provide $300 million In emergency 
assistance President Ford has requested 
for South Vietnam. 


Talking with reporters after giving the 


House Foreign Affairs Committee a two- 
hour, start-of-the-year briefing on the in- 
ternational situation, Kissinger said of 
the denial of aid to Turkey: 


"It is a tragedy and will not help the 


Cyprus negotiations." 


Congress voted two months ago to or- 


der cutoff effective at midnight Tuesday 
unless the administration gave assur- 
ances that U.S. military equipment 
would not be used by the Turks in 
Cyprus Kissinger Saturday said the 
United States had been unable to provide 
such assurance. 


On the controversial proposal for addi- 


tional aid to Saigon, Kissinger was asked 
if Congress would appropriate the $300 
million. 


"I expect yes," he replied, "because it 


is necessary." 


K i s s i n g e r repeated the adminis- 


tration's objection that the 93rd Congress 
authorized a ceiling of $1 billion in mili- 
tary assistance to South Vietnam this fis- 
cal year, but appropriated only $700 mil- 
lion. 


In Ankara, meanwhile, Premier Sadi 


Irmak said Turkey planned to stay in the 
military structure of NATO for the time 
being despite a U S congressional ban on 
further American military aid. However, 
an Istanbul newspaper said Turkey may 
order tho United States to remove early 
alert installations and military bases it 
holds in Turkey under bilateral agree- 
ments. 


Heath quits; 
ivoman may 
head Britain 


LONDON* (UPI) — Former Prime 


Minister Edward Heath resigned as Con- 
scrvative party leader Tuesday shortly 
after he was upset in balloting for the 
post by a matronly politician who could 
become Britain's first woman prime 
minister. 


Heath announced his resignation just 


two hours after Mrs. Margaret Thatcher, 
a tough-minded former education min- 
ister, edged him out in the first of three 
possible ballots for the party leadership, 
but failed to win the necessary majority. 


Heath's decision meant that Mrs. That- 


cher, 49, education secretary in his 1970- 
74 government, became more than a re- 
mote possibility for Britain's first woman 
prime minister. 


"As a result of the first ballot today for 


the leadership of the Conservative Par- 
ty," Heath said, "I have decided not to 
stand in the second ballot." 


"It was a great privilege to serve my 


party as leader and my country as prime 
minister." 


In Tuesday's first ballot of the 276 Con- 


servative party members of Parliament, 
Mrs. Thatcher won 130 votes to 119 for 
Heath and 16 for Hugh Fraser, a one- 
time Conservative government air min- 
ister. 


But Heath decided to quit anyhow. So 


did Fraser. 


Heath's decision ended a 10-year rule 


as leader of the Conservative party, cap- 
ped by more than three years PS prime 
minister between 1970 and 1974. 


He said his chief achievement was tak- 


ing Britain into the European Common 
Market two years ago. 


The present Labor government headed 


by Prime Minister Harold Wilson has 
challenged that decision and will call the 
country to vote on it in a referendum in 
June. 


Mrs. Thatcher said: "I was very 


pleased indeed. We got far more votes 
than I had dared to hope." 


She said she believes she can win in a 


second or third ballot. 


Asked what kind of party leader she 


would be, Mrs. Thatcher said, "I'm af- 
raid I shall be myself." 


33 Indians charged in abbey hassle 


SHAWANO, Wis. (UPI) - Amid angry 


outbursts and under heavy security, In- 
dians who occupied an abandoned Catho- 
lic abbey for 34 days were charged Tues- 
day with offenses ranging from dis- 
orderly conduct to armed robbery and 
false Imprisonment. 


While the tense courtroom hearings 


were under way, National Guardsmen 
scorched the Alexian Brothers novitiate, 
looking for weapons and checking on the 
condition of buildings. 


The band of Mcnomincc Indians ended 


their takeover of the abbey late Monday 
night. They were escorted out aboard 
Guard buses, handcuffed and.taken to 
the Shawano County Jail. 


• 
Five, Indians — including one woman 


— were accused of committing felonies 
'at the home of the abbey caretaker in 
the early hours of the occupation on New 
Year's Day. The charges included armed 
robbery and burglary, false Imprison- 
ment, and conduct regardless of life. 


Twenty-eight others were charged with 


disorderly conduct and criminal tres- 
pass. Nine juveniles were to be dealt 
with later. 


Michael Sturdcvant, a leader of the 


Mcnominee Warrior Society who was 
charged with felonies, became angry 
when County Judge Michael Eberlien re- 
fused to let him address the bench and 
ruled that he could not talk to newsmen. 


"The only way you arc going to shut 


ma up it to kill me," Sturdevant said. 


The judge ordered some of the 15 offi- 


cers in the courtroom to restrain Sturde- 
vant. Sturdevant warned the officers not 
to touch him. The judge told the officers 
to stand near Sturdcvant. 


Seven other persons who had been in- 


side the abbey — including actor Marlon 
Brando and Milwaukee priest Rev. 
James Groppl, a civil rights activist — 
were taken out in the buses but were not 
charged.

Airlift Americans from Addis Ababa 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI) - Hundreds of 


Erltrcan guerrilla infiltrators battled 
government troops In the streets of As- 
mara Tuesday and a massive American 
and French airlift moved foreign nation- 
als out of the embattled provincial capi- 
tal. 


Residents said the street 
fighting 


erupted In a score of places after a rela- 
tively quiet morning when the rebels 
managed to slip past government troops 
surrounding Asmara. 


"Many of the Erltrean rebels are just 


wearing civilian clothes and it is almost 
Impossible to (ell what is happening," an 


Italian resident said. "The army is firing 
at anything that moves." 


The U S. Embassy chartered three 


Ethiopian Airlines planes to take about 
200 American, Canadian and European 
nationals out of Asmara to Addis Ababa. 
A French airlift carried French and oth- 
er foreign nationals to Djibouti in French 
Somalilancl. 


Ethiopia's military government, trying 


to crush the 13-year-old struggle for Erit- 
rcan independence, ordered troops into 
the streets of Addis Ababa amid fears 
the rebellion would spread to the capital. 


Diplomatic sources said the rebels at- 


tacked oil storage dumps around Asmara 


and blew up a major bridge, isolating a 
relief column of several hundred tank- 
supported troops from the mam army in 
the city. 


Intense fighting was reported 15 miles 


northwest of Asmara on the road to Ke- 
ren, a moutain town in rebel territory. 


American-built F5 fighter-bombers at- 


tacked rebel positions and government 
heavy artillery pounded the area. 


Rebels shot down one of the attacking 


aircraft, indicating they may be using 
Soviet-built ground-to-air missiles, the 
diplomatic reports said. 


The rebels — both the Eritrean Liber- 


ation Front and the Marxist-oriented 
Popular Liberation Front — are known 
to have the missiles. 


A U S. Embassy spokesman in London 


said there were 380 U.S. citizens in As- 
mara, including about 23 tourists, and 
170 British citizens. He said U S. military 
and government personnel would remain 
but all other foreigners who wanted out 
could join the airlift. 


"People were being shot down in- 


discriminately all over the place," John 
Hoover of Honolulu, Hawaii, said after, 
being evacuated from Asmara. "It's a- 
real war up there."

These are the conclusions of the Eco- 


nomic Report of the President, a 359- 
page message that Ford sent to Congress 
Tuesday. The report Is prepared each 
year by the three-member Council of 
Economic Advisers and the 1975 edition 
makes for gloomy reading. 


FORD'S STRATEGISTS, like most pri- 


vate economists, see the recession bot- 
toming out in the last six months of the 
year. The exact timing and the speed 
with which tt occurs depend largely on 
whether Americans spend or save the ex- 
tra money they will get from anticipated 
tax rebates this year. 


'Consumers hold the key to the 


strength of the economic recovery," a 
CEA report said. "If they respond as ex- 
pected to the stimulus of the tax cuts 
proposed by the administration for the 
spring and the summer real GNP (Gross 
National Product) should record a good- 
sized advance in the second half (July- 
December), but if not, the 1975 recovery 
could be a sluggish one." 


Despite polls showing that many Amer- 


icans plan to bank their windfall or use it 
to pay off creditors, Greenspan said sim- 
ilar one-shot rebates in the past have re- 
sulted in a surge of consumer spending. 
That would be Just the stimulus needed 
to gear up manufacturers' assembly 
lines and cut Into tho ranks of the unem- 
ployed. 


IN AN ACCOMPANYING mesage, 


Ford said the economy is "in a severe 
recession" and he urged Congress to 
take quick action on his package of tax 
cuts and rebates and energy-con- 
servation measures. 


"The year 1975 must be the one in 


which we face our economic problems 
and start the course toward real solu- 
tions," the President said. 


These problems, spelled out Monday in 


Ford's budget message, include unem- 
ployment rates of 8.1 per cent this year 
and 7.9 in 1976 compared to 5.6 per cent 
last year. Since the current jobless rate 
is 7.1 per cent, this means about 1 mil- 
lion wage earners will lose their jobs and 


fall to regain them until late next year, if 
the forecast holds. 


INFLATION, WHICH rose at a 10 2 per 


cent clip by one measure, will climb at a 
10 8 per cent rate in 1975 despite some 
price reductions already showing in key 
raw materials, A 7.5 per cent rate is 
forecast for 1976. 


Although clearly dismayed by the grim 


figures and cautioning that they are sub- 
ject to an unusually wido margin of er- 
ror, Greenspan told reporters, "Our job 
is to tell it like it is ... and that's what 
we tried to do."

At Wheeling meeting next week 
Plum Creek annex talks to resume? 


by JOE FRANZ 


Wheeling officials will meet next week 


with the developer of the Plum Creek 
Gardens apartment project in an attempt 
to resolve'problems and renew talks of 
possible annexation to the village. 


Several months ago, officials informed 


the developer, James DIPletro, that the 
village would not annex the project un- 


less several changes were made to bring 
it into compliance with village ordi- 
nances. 


Since October, a representative of the 


village has met with the developer sev- 
eral times to discuss the project, which 
will consist of 200 condominium apart- 
ments northeast of Hintz and Wolf roads. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Hein, chairman 


of the village sewer, water and public 
health committee, has called a meeting 
between his group and the developer for 
7 p .m. Monday. 


"I have not talked to this man (DI- 


Pletro) and I think it's about time we 
discuss this thing with him at the board 
level," he said Tuesday. "If we are going 
to be taking these people in eventually, 
we should do everything we can to make 
sure it is built to village specifications." 


Plans to annex the project were sus- 


pended after plan commission members 
objected to its density. Village officials 
also said the height of the buildings and 
flood-control measures may not comply 
with village ordinances. 


"We have to look at the project and 


sec if it is going to comply with our 
flooding and other requirements," Hem 
said. "Right now I'm not sure because I 
haven't talked to the developer." 


D1PIETRO SAID TUESDAY he still is 


interested In annexing the 14-acre project 
to Wheeling, and is willing to make some 
changes to make annexation possible. He 
said, however, some changes will be im- 
possible because the project is partially 
complete 


For example, the height of the build- 


ings is three to four feet taller than vil- 
lage ordinances permit and cannot be 
modified, he said. 


The reason for the discrepancies is 


that the project now Is under the jurisdic- 
tion of county ordirances, which differ 
from village building regulations. Di- 
Pietro said he had no choice but to pro- 
ceed with construction in the county af- 
ter he and the village reached an im- 
passe. 


"We couldn't wait for the village, and 


there comes a time when you have to do 


something one way or the other," Di- 
Pietro said. 


"All I can say now is that we will do 


everything we can to satisfy the village, 
but there are some things that cannot be 
changed. If we can't meet their require- 
ments and they don't accept us, we'll un- 
derstand." 


SINCE LAST SUMMER. DiPietro said, 


the density of Plum Creek has been re- 
duced by 28 units which brings the proj- 
ect into near compliance with the vil- 
lage's proposed density ordinance. 


He said other, less serious problems 


also will be discussed when he meets 
with village officials "Really, we're not 
even sure what all the problems are be- 
cause they have not been outlined by the 
village," he said. "As soon as they give 
us an outline of the problems, we'll de- 
cide if we can live with the changes." 


DiPietro said he would prefer annexing 


the property to Wheeling so the project 
can be connected to village water lines. 
He said, however, he is prepared to drill 
a well if the village rejects the project.

If you 


Kissinger trip spurs hope 
An Arab-Israel 'time bomb' 


by MICHAEL. KEATS 


BEIRUT — About the only bright spot 


in the Middle East situation today is that 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger is 
preparing to visit the region again to at- 
tempt to work his old magic. 


Kissinger has not undertaken a pre- 


vious peacemaking trip unless he felt the 
odds favored success. So government 
and diplomatic sources in- the Middle 
East have been encouraged to believe 
the steady drift toward a fifth Arab-Is- 
raeli war can be averted. 


It could be Kissinger's last chanceV as 


Egypt's President Anwar Sadat says the 
Middle East is "a ticking time bomb 
which must be defused." 


Sadat, more than other leaders of the 


Arab confrontation states against Israel, 
needs some solid diplomatic achievement 
to improve the stature of his government 
with the Egyptian masses. 


In the prc-Octobcr 1973 days of no-war, 


no-peace, Sadat promised better days 
with the slogan, "No Voice Louder Than 
Battle." But prosperity has eluded the 
Egyptians, leading to street demonstra- 
tions against the soaring cost of living. 
Sadat needs to reopen the Suez Canal 
and attract foreign Investors to bring in 
hard currency that would enable him to 
grant pay raises to restive workers. 


To do this, peace has to be assured. 
In a string of interviews this month. 


Sadat has spelled out terms for the kind 
of progress needed for him to accept a 
renewal of the mandate of the U.N. buf- 
fer forces, due to expire in April. 


He wants partial Israeli troop with- 


drawals on all fronts — the Sinai, Golan 


Heights and Jordan Valley — within the 


next three months. Such a pullback 
would be within a strictly 
military 


framework and not entail Arab con- 
cessions such as a commitment of non- 
belligerency. 


Sadat then wants a resumption of the 


Arab-Israeli peace conference in Geneva 
to start negotiating the substance of a 
global settlement.

Sadat has said he is prepared to give 


Kissinger all the chances needed for a 
successful 
mediation of second-stage 


peace moves. 


But if the Kissinger Initiative fails, Sa- 


dat wants the Geneva talks to reconvene 
immediately, as the Soviet Union has 
been urging. He wants the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization sitting with the oth- 
er Arab protagonists, a condition which 
almost dooms the talks to failure if Is- 
rael is not persuaded to negotiate with 
the PLO. ' 


Sadat, who will have talks with Soviet 


Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gromyke 
next week before the Kissinger visit, 
will insist on going to Geneva for two 
main reasons: 


• To show the world he has tried all 


peace options. 


• To have more time to acquire arms 


from the Soviet Union or elsewhere, and 
to give his Russian-equipped forces time 
to assimilate weapons received from oth- 
er sources, notably France. 


Sadat has stated that neither Egypt 


nor Syria would attack Israel first. 


But in Syria there is a strong feeling 


within the army and the ruling Baath 
party that only a new war will regain 
Israeli-occupied lands. 


The mandate 
for the 
U.N. 
dis- 


engagement force on the Golan Heights 
expires May 30. Syria says it wants a 
further Israeli pullback or there will be 
no renewal. 


S y r i a ' s armed forces are better 


equipped now than they were in 1973. 


Kissinger's negotiations on the Jordan 


front will depend largely on the Palesti- 
nians and Israel's attitude to the PLO. 


Dissident Palestinian factions have 


promised a new guerrilla campaign de- 
signed to bring about a new war as they 
believe partial solutions, or a negotiated 
settlement with Israel, will result in less 
than justice for the Palestinians. 


If peace efforts fail, through Kissinger 


and through the Geneva conference, Sa- 
dat said in a recent interview, "We will 
have reached a stage where war will be 
the only alternative."

The budget and plan will bo changed 


after residents have an opportunity to 
tell tho RTA board what they need and 
want In their communities, board mem- 
ber Joseph Tocson of Riverside sold. 


Tho five-year plan accepted by tho 


board Is a document developed by the 
Regional Transportation Planning Board 
and other planning agencies In tho Chi- 
cago area. It docs contain specific pro- 
posals which could give some Idea of 
how the RTA may develop transit In tho 
suburbs, 


Tho "wish list" drawn up by the plan- 


ning board has a price tag exceeding 
$2.29 billion for tho five-year period, and 
includes tho following expenditures for 
the Northwest suburbs: 


• $3.023,000 for bus operations, In- 


cluding new vehicles, service garages, 
shelters and transfer stations. 


• W9 million to purchase commuter

Of the allocated money, the CTA would

Tax bill at passage stage 


The Illinois Senate began the spring

Behavior mod 


It's proving useful as educational tool 


(This Is the iccond of several articles 


In which staff writer Eleanor Rivet ex- 
amines the concept of behavior modi* 
flcatlon. or behavior mod as It Is popu- 
larly termed: what It Is, how It Is being 
utlllied by local agencies and Its poten- 
tials and Its dangers.) 


by ELEANOR IUVES 


"If by environment you mean all those 


variables that occur oulsldo your own 
body, then most of behavior Is learned 
from the environment," said Dr. Ber- 
nard Nowmon of Forest Hospital, DCS 
Plaincs. Geneticists might disagree with 
him. 


Lot's not get into the ago-old argument 


of heredity versus environment. What a 
person Is, how ho reacts to a situation, 
how ho behaves probably depends upon 
both factors. But there Is abundant, pre- 
cise, easily understandable data Illustra- 
ting that behavior can be controlled by 
reinforcing constructive behavior pat- 
terns with a stimulus-reward system. 


This Is known as behavior modi- 


fication. In the field of education, it is 
especially effective with very young chil- 
dren, with children whose intellectual de- 
velopment Is slow, with children who fall 
to develop independence as quickly as 
they should, with some emotionally dis- 
turbed children and with the retarded, 
according to Dr. Mcrlyn Swanson, assist- 
ant director of pupil personnel in School 
Dist. 39. 


AND SO BEHAVIOR modification has 


become a useful tool In this as well as 
other educational systems. 


Mora and more, In regular school 


classes, teachers are learning the impor- 
tance of rewarding children for good per- 
formance — and rewarding them Imme- 
diately. Lessons In teaching manuals 


are planned In terms of behavioral objec- 
tives, and those objectives are spelled 
out. Assignments are individualized. Ver- 
bal praise, a little drawing of a smiling 
face on the child's paper, reinforce the 
satisfaction of a job well done. Just 
seeing his own progress In learning to 
read, for example, may be incentive 
enough for the normal child. 


But for children with behavioral prob- 


lems, with learning problems, with emo- 
tional problems — disorders that prohibit 
them from functioning well in the regu- 
lar classroom — a special educational 
program Is desiped to fit their needs. It 
Is heavy In behavior modification. 


"SUPPOSE BOBBY can't keep his 


hands off other children," said Dr. Swan- 
son. "The teacher takes him aside and 
makes a contract with him. She tells him 
that one of his rules Is that he must not 
touch the other children and U he re- 
frains from doing so all morning, he will 
be given one point. When he has earned 
enough points — soy 10 — he may spend 
them for something he likes, maybe a 
piece of candy or a trinket." 


ANOTHER PROBLEM might be play- 


ground fighting. The teacher makes a 
contract with the offender that If he does 
not go on report for fighting the entire 
day, he will be allowed to help the princi- 
pal or the teacher after school. 


How about the Inattentive child? What 


will induce him to complete his math as- 
signment? Find out, make a contract, 
and soon ho will work diligently to be 
rewarded with 15 minutes of "free" time 
— time to play with games, puzzles or 
points — or some other effective and de- 
sired consequence. 


IN THE PRE-SCHOOL area, perhaps a 


child has a speech Impediment and so 
refuses to talk, making it impossible to 


give him the Peabody picture vocabulary 
test. "Hey," says the teacher. "You get 
the right answer and I'll give you an 
M&M." ' 


Sounds simple? It is. And it works. It 


works for potty-training, eating prob- 
lems, just the act of coming to school. 


"In a way, there are certain types of 


punishment, too," said Dr. Swanson. "If 
a child's behavior disrupts a classroom, 
something must be done. First we set 
limits. If he breaks them, then he must 
go with a teacher's aide to a vacant 
room, a 'time out* area. He must sit 
quietly. Nobody is to respond to him. He 
must be removed from the situation 
where his disruptive behavior gained 
him a great deal of attention." 


THAT IS ANOTHER principle of be- 


havior modification. Ignore bad behav- 
ior; don't reward it with attention. Re- 
ward is for desirable behavior only. 


When a child is completely unable to 


control himself at school, the most ex- 
treme form of punishment, according to 
Dr. Swanson, is to have the child's par- 
ent keep him home the rest of that day 
and maybe the next until he Is able to 
comply. 


"We do not condone spanking or corpo- 


ral punishment," he said. "Children will 
work for positive rewards." ' 


Dist. 59 has not incorporated any pre- 


cise systematic measurement of the ef- 
fectiveness of behavior mod techniques 
In its schools. 


"We're not here for research," said 


Dr. Swanson. "The teacher knows how 
effective these techniques are. We're sat- 
isfied just to sec the improvement — not 
to measure It." 


Next: Applications of behavior mod In 


other areas, Its potential good, Its poten- 
tial dangers. 


One of many tools used 


by behavior therapist

A little more than five yean ago, 


the U n i v e r s i t y of Illinois In 
Champalgn-Urbana became the first 
university In the nation to award the 
now doctor of psychology (DPsy) de- 
gree. 


The degree stresses the practical 


application of psychology to the 


j 
treatment and prevention of mental 
disorders, rather than the extensive 
training in research techniques re- 
quired for the doctor of philosophy 
degree In psychology. In working to- 
ward a DPsy, the approach taught at 
the U of I is behavior therapy. 


Linda Kuntncr of DCS Plalnes was 


awarded her DPsy degree a year 
and a half ago. She Is now a staff 
psychologist In the Mental Health Di- 
vision of DuPago County Health De- 
partment. 


"WE SHOULD differentiate be- 


tween the terms 'behavior therapy' 
and 'behavior modification,' although 
t h e y arc 
o f t e n used Inter- 


changeably," said Linda. "Behavior 
therapy 1» an attempt to change the 
behavior of a single individual or a 
group with similar problems. Behav- 
ior modification refers to efforts to 
change social institutions or groups 
of Individuals without regard to their 
individual learning histories, behav- 
ioral assets or liabilities." 


A token economy Is only one ex- 


ample of behavior modification; sys- 
tematic desensltlzation to neurotic 


Speaking of 


fears is only one example of behavior 
therapy. 


Behavioral techniques are a far 


cry from the predominant practices 
of traditional psychiatrists and psy- 
chologists of the past. Theirs is the 
Freudian, or psychodynamlc ap- 
proach, digging deeply into the 
patient's past to ascertain the cause 
of his symptoms. Treatment may 
take years, may Involve much ex- 
pense, and promises no certain re- 
sults. 


ALONG COME THE behavior mod- 


ifiers with hard data to back up their 
claims and theories. The behavior 
therapist says, "We can't do much 
about what happened 10 years ago, 
but wo can deal with the present and 
what's happening to you now." 


The Freudians insist, "You can't 


treat the symptoms; you must find 
the cause," to which the bchavlorlsts 
reply, "If you treat the symptoms, 
chances are the cause Isn't all that 
important." 


Linda described 
how behavior 


therapy is used for systematic de- 
scnsitizotlon of phobias, for helping a 
person learn a now reaction to a 
feared situation. "I'm referring to 
n e u r o t i c , rather than psychotic, 
fears." she said, "such as a fear of 
stepping outside one's home." 


• First the person must recognize 


that the fear Is a learned one, a 
"conditioned" anxiety. Perhaps It 
was triggered by some traumatic 
event In the past. It then generalizes 


and applies to more and more situ- 
ations. 


• The therapist proceeds to teach 


the patient progressive relaxation 
and to give him a sense of .control 
over his anxiety. 


• While the patient is relaxed, the 


therapist presents images from the 
least feared to the most feared situ- 
ations. "Imagine just stepping out- 
side the door," he says. When the 
patient can handle that much and re- 
main relaxed, the therapist moves on 
a little farther. "Imaginal desensiti- 
zation" is diminishing the condi- 
tioned anxiety. 


"You can't be relaxed and tense at 


the same time," said Linda. 


• If necessary, a final step, "In 


vivo," may follow, in the form of ac- 
tual dcsensitizatlon, giving the per- 
son tasks to perform between ses- 
sions. 


In her job as staff psychologist, 


Linda Kuntner has noted increasing 
numbers of people requiring mental 
health services today. She feels this 
is partly because there is less stigma 
attached to therapy than in the past 
and people are more willing to seek 
help. She also attributes it to anx- 
ieties brought about by the present 
state of the economy. 


Behavior mod Is only one of many 


tools she uses. "A clinician needs a 
whole bag of tools," she said. "Which 
ones are used depends on the person,

on his needs and on what works for

A little help for our feathered friends

With St. Valentine's day approaching, 


you might find It Interesting to know that 
It was believed throughout Europe In me- 
dieval times that the birds mated on 
Feb. 14. In fact, the great English poet 
Chaucer (1340-1400) wrote of this Idea in 
his "Parliament of Foules." 


For St. Valentine's Day, or any winter 


day, it's a kind deed to assemble your 
own "Parliament of Foules" and help 
our feathered friends with food and wa- 
ter during the cold days when snow and 
Ice make It Impossible for them to get 
food from natural sources. Experts re- 
mind us that birds have a wry high body 
temperature. Thus those that remain 
here for the winter can stand the cold if 
they have enough food to maintain their 
body temperatures. 


You can help by setting up a bird-feed- 


ing project In your own yard or on your 


own wlndowsill. The cost 
will be 


little, and you'll be richly rewarded with 
a new and interesting hobby. You'll find 
It even more rewarding if you buy an 
Inexpensive bird guide and possibly a 
pair of binoculars for a closer look at 
your visitors. 


WHERE SHOULD YOUR feeding sta- 


tion be? While seeds can be scattered 
directly on trampled down snow, this is 
not recommended in any area where 
there are cats. Your feeding station pref- 
erably should be well up off the ground, 
probably in a tree or outside a high win- 
dow. Even here, you'll find that squirrels 
will rob your station If they can climb or 
jump to it. 


What foods should you use? The major- 


ity of birds that you attract will be seed 
eaters. Some birds are mainly suet-eat- 
ers, while many birds eat both seeds 
and suet You'll probably want to put out 


both seeds and suet, perhaps at two dif- 
ferent feeding stations. 


For seed eaters, you'll find it easier to 


put out the packaged wild bird seed mix- 
tures that you can buy at almost any 
supermarket. This prepared mix usually 
includes a variety of. seeds enjoyed by 
your feathered guests. You can also put 
out crumbs (bread, toast, doughnut, 
cookie or whatever) and/or cereals. 


ONE "BIRDER" in our neighborhood 


regularly ties sheaves of grain to tree 
trunks. She suggests, too, that it's helpful 
to partition a window tray into, say, 
three different compartments and put a 
different size of seed in each, since dif- 
ferent species and sizes of birds eat dif- 
ferent size seeds. 


For suet eaters, you can purchase suet 


for little cost at the meat department of 
your supermarket. Or you can use regu-. 
lar foods to provide virtually the same 


nutrients. You can, for example, put out 
bits of pork, or cottage cheese or butter. 
Or you can mix lard with cornmeal, or 
peanut butter with cornmeal. (Peanut 
butter Is as caviar to many birds, but 
they can choke on It by Itself.) 


How do you serve suet? Some mixtures 


can be spread on sticks, or made Into 
small balls, or spread in crumb form. 
But most feeders prefer to fill something 
with the suet mixture, then hang the 
"something" from a branch. Use a small 
flower pot or half a coconut shell, Or fill 
half a grapefruit skin, or even half an 
orange. ' 


Some feeders decorate an evergreen 


with different kinds of food for a birds' 
feeding tree that can be used all winter. 


EVEN IF YOU don't want to go to the 


trouble and expense of buying or making 
special mixtures, you can still provide 
some emergency rations for birds with 


ordinary table scraps. Though seeds and 
suet are more nutritious, hungry birds 
will welcome crumbs, rice, celery tops, 
small bits of meat and other tidbits. And 
do crush up egg shells for your feeding 
tray to supply the grit all birds need. 


Do provide water, too, which all birds 


need for drinking and for bathing. Since 
It's sure to freeze In cold weather, it's 
important to break the Ice and replace 
the water regularly. Some hobbyists 
even rig up heating units to keep the wa- 
ter from freezing. 


However much or little time and mon- 


ey you want to invest, you'll find that 
bird feeding gives you a fascinating nob- 
by, and one that's interesting and educa- 
tional for children as well as adults. Do 
be sure, though, that if you start feeding 
the birds that you keep it up through the 
winter. Once you start, the birds will de- 
pend on your supplies and return to your 
feeding area as a habit

haven't obtained a permit which proves 
that you purchased the taboo Items be- 
fore the law went into effect. The filing Is 
free, so there is no excuse for a person to 
bypass it. 


• Some of the items listed are wolf, 


snow leopard, panther, tiger, cheetah, 
polar bear and red wolf. 


• You may be violating the law even If 


yoy have only bits and pieces and have 
not registered them For instance, Pacif- 
ic Ridley turtle is on the list and all oth- 
ers mentioned here in whatever form 
such as rugs, furniture, clothing, decora- 
tive skins, feathers, teeth, claws and 
tusks. 


• Chances arc your animal collection 


is limited to a dog or cat, but if you 
happen to own one of the endangered 
species, you'd better take cage and ani- 
mal to the Department of Conservation, 
Wildlife Division, and save yourself from 
the possibility of paying a fine or being 
jailed. 


• The law's valiant effort to save cer- 


tain species of mammals, birds, reptiles 
and fish makes it possible to fine you 
$100 to $1,000 and tack on a year's stay In 
jail. 


• Anyone thinking of buying the items 


out of the state and bringing them back 
to Illinois will run into double trouble. It 
doesn't matter if a state hasn't yet 
passed an endangered species law, the 
federal government passed a law in 1966 
and cut "teeth" Into it in 1973 when It 
provided for federal funds for endanger- 
ed species programs administered by the 
states. 


• From early Babylonian times down 


to the present day, laws have been 
passed to preserve wild life although not 
always for altruistic purposes. The Egyp- 
tians, Jews, Greeks and Romans passed 
laws that dealt more with religious con- 
cerns than that of wild life. For instance, 
wild cattle couldn't be hunted and killed 
because they had to be saved for sacri- 
ficial religious festivals or for ceremo- 
nial dances. Later, in Medieval Europe, 
royalty unwittingly saved wild life when 
it restricted the hunting privilege to no- 
bility. While deer were meant for the 
hunting pleasure of nobles, the com- 
moner had to whet his appetite for hunt- 
Ing with the lonely rabbit.

Nearly every Illinois driver has, at one- 


time or another, grumbled about the con- 
dition of the roads. Now a national high- 
way study group has found that the con- 
dition of the state's roads may be caus- 
ing school bus accidents. 


A report from The Road Information 


Program (TRIP), a nonprofit highway 
study group, indicates that between 1963 
and 1973 the number of school bus acci- 
dents in Illinois outside of Chicago rose 
by 37 per cent and that many of those 
accidents were the result of dangerous 
street and road conditions. 


The study also found that the Federal 


Highway Administration has rated 73,509 
miles of the state's 130,494 miles of 
streets and highways as "deficient." The 
highway administration also rates 1,316 
of the state's 23,346 bridges as too nar- 
row or weak to handle heavy vehicles. 


Officials for TRIP said the study of 


road conditions and school bus accidents 
was conducted nationwide. However, 
they said they cannot compare Illinois' 
statistics to those in other states because 


of wide variations in the way school bus 
accidents are reported in different 
states. 


The report also found that from 1968 to 


1973, the number of children 
riding 


school buses increased 12.7 per cent

food Inflation could produce a disastrous 
price collapse for growers In the fall. 


Unless Congress acts to boost min- 


imum-price guarantees for farmers, this 
year's feared price collapse could lead to 
a cut in food production for consumers 
next year, the National Farmers Organi- 
zation testified. 


Officials of the National Com Growers 


Assa went further. They testified that 
unless Congress provides "adequate" 
price floors for 1075 crops, they will ask 
farmers to hold this year's production 20 
per cent below potential levels.

He said there will be immediate 
court action on the suit, adding, defend- 
ants already are beginning to pick up 
copies of the complaint. 


Indictments by a federal grand jury in 


San Francisco handed up Dec. 19 
charged various sugar manufacturers 
with illegal price fixing in 23 states. The 
federal indictments came following a 14- 
month investigation involving more than 


-100 witnesses. 


The charges center on activities before 


1973 but the U.S. Attorney's office said 
an investigation into current prices is un- 
der way. 


LEE MAGHEE of Great Western 


Sugar said the Illinois suit is one of sev- 
eral class action suits filed as a result of 
the federal indictments but is the first 
complaint filed by a state. 


"All such lawsuits are reiterating the 


charges in the grand jury indictment and 
are lacking in specifics. Therefore, the 
merits of the suit cannot be fully eval- 
uated at this time," Maghee said. 


"It is the company's position that we 


have not violated the antitrust laws . . . 
and the company intends to vigorously 
defend all such actions." 


Allan Lipman, general counsel for 


Amalgamated Sugar, said he had no 
comment on Illinois' suit because he had 
not had an opportunity to see It. "I got a 
call on this five minutes ago. It is the 
first time I knew we had the case filed 
against us," he said.

Mideast crisis put in human terms 


NEW YORK — TV news usually brings 


the Arab-Israeli conflict to the American 
public in a bang-bang style of Journal- 
Ism. There arc battles, saber-rattling 
speeches and terrorist attacks. Viewers 
crave action and the networks want rat- 
Ings. The result is shoot-'em-up tele- 
vision. 


Unfortunately, this style of reporting 


often is misleading. To be sure, it re- 
flects the mood of certain groups, usually 
headline grabbers, but harsh words and 
actions should be weighed against more 
moderate views. 


Dying on camera Is more powerful 


than dying In print, and TV news editors 
have a greater responsibility to ensure 
the proper prospective of their report- 
age. 


TONIGHT. THE public broadcasting 


Television in review 


by Frank S. Sivertloiv 


begins a superb eight-part scries, "Arabs 
and Israelis," prepared by WGBH-TV in 
Boston. The show was co-produced by an 
Arab, Mohammed Salmawy, and an Is- 
raeli, Zvi Dor-Ncr. It puts the battle-torn 
Middle East crisis in human terms with- 
out raising a voice. 


This series, better than any nightly 


film clip, presents a moderate view of 
the conflict. The people Interviewed have 
heard the roar of battle, the sound of the 
gun. And they have been to the grave. 


"Arabs and Israelis" is a moving, 


poignant look at the effects of war on the 
foot soldiers of life and at what happens 
to them in the aftermath of saber rattl- 
ing. The United States might profit by a 
similar view of Vietnam.

Families," shows how the families of an 
Egyptian pilot and an Israeli tank com- 
mander cope with their deaths.

A little deceit 
might do it 


As anyone who looks at all 52 cards 


can sco, South is going to wind up one 
trick short at his four-heart contract. 
West can take his ace of trumps and lead 
a second spade to give his partner a ruff 
after which start it will be a cinch for 
East to take his two aces. 


Con South do anything about it? Not If 


the defense doesn't falter, but South can 
try to deceive his opponents. As a starter 
which high spade should he use at trick 
one? Clearly the queen is not the right 
one to play. The average false-carder 
wins with the ace. That also is wrong. 
West is very likely to lead a second 
spade. South's best bet Is to win with the 
king. That play will show the ace but not 
the queen and might encourage a shift. 


So South should play the king of spades 


at trick one and lead a trump. Clearly 
not the king. The king play will get the 
ace to come right up. How about the 10 
or even the six? Too apparent on at- 
tempt at deception. West will know that 
South holds higher trumps. 


So we find the right one to lead is the 


queen. West may think that South holds 
six trumps to the queen-jack-10 and is 
trying to bump the ace and king togeth- 
er. For this reason West may duck. 


Not too likely against alert opponents, 


but the best try he can make.

The

Recently I could not sit down without dropping off to sleep. In 
fact, all I wanted to do was sit down. I have always been 
extremely energetic, so I thought age was making me slow 
down. 


When I went for my yearly physical I asked for a thyroid 


test. I had doubled my thyroid to two tablets, SO mlcrograms 
of Cytomcl, for three weeks. Even so, the test was borderline. 


Since then I have added another Cytomel tablet, so I'm 


taking 75 mlcrograms each day. I'm beginning to feel normal 
again. 


I'm puzzled why I need three times as much Cytomel sud-

Cytomel is a synthetic preparation, but it has all the same 


actions as thyroid hormone extracted from animal thyroid 
glands.

That characteristic enables it to act much faster. Some

Several months ago, officials informed 


the developer, James DlPlctro, that the 
village would not annex the project un- 
less several changes were made to bring 


It Into compliance with village ordi- 
nances. 


Since October, a representative of the 


village has met with the developer sev- 
eral times to discuss the project, which 
will consist of 200 condominium apart- 
ments northeast of Hlntz and Wolf roads. 


TRUSTEE WILLIAM Hcln, chairman 


of the village sewer, water and public 
health committee, has called a meeting

Major improvements to Lake-Cook 


Rood between Buffalo Grove and Wheel- 
ing will begin In lato autumn, county 
highway officials said Tuesday. 


Franclne Stuart, spokesman for the 


County Highway Dcpt., said the work is 
scheduled for this fall, despite problems 
In obtaining right-of-way agreements 
with several property owners. She would 
not specify which properties ore involved 
or if condemnation proceedings would be 
necessary to get the roadway completed. 


A report on the right-of-way acquisition 


Is duo this week, she said. 


The road la slated to be widened and 


rerouted between Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove roads In Buffalo Grove. It 
also Is to be extended between Buffalo 
Grove Road and Milwaukee Avenue in

Shirley and Mrs. Rcch have raised, other 
Buffalo Grovo officials sec the improve- 
ment as a spur to industrial growth. 


Mrs. Stuart also said official designs of 


the Buffalo Grove and Wheeling section, 
subject to both county and village ap- 
proval, must be drawn up before the 
work can begin. She was unable, how- 
ever, to say how long that would take.

"I have not talked to this man (Di- 


Pletro) and I think it's about time we 
discuss this thing with him at the board 
level," he snid Tuesday. "If we are going 
to be taking these people in eventually, 
we should do everything we can to make 
sure it is built to village specifications."

pended after plan commission members 
objected to Its density. Village officials 
also said the height of the buildings and 
flood-control measures may not comply 
with village ordinances. 


"We have to look at the project and 


seo if it is going to comply with our 
flooding and other requirements," Hein 
sold. "Right now I'm not sure because I 
haven't talked to the developer." 


DIPIETRO SAID TUESDAY he still is 


Interested In annexing the 14-acre project 
to Wheeling, and Is .willing to make some 
changes to make annexation possible. Ho 
said, however, some changes will bo im- 
possible because the project is partially 
complete. 


For example, the height of tho build- 


Ings Is three to four feet tailor than vil- 
lage ordinances permit and cannot be 
modified, he said. - 


The reason for the discrepancies is 


that the project now is under the jurisdic- 
tion of county ordinances, which differ 
from village building regulations. Di- 
Pietro said ho had no choice but to pro- 
ceed with construction in the county af- 
ter he and thq village reached an im- 
passe. 


"We couldn't wait for tho village, and 


there comes a time when you have to do 
something one way or the other," Dl- 
Plctro said. 


"All I can say now Is that we will do 


everything we can to satisfy the village, 
but there arc some things that cannot be 
changed.

SINCE LAST SUMMER, DlPlctro said, 


the density of Plum Creek has been re- 
duced by 28 units which brings tho proj- 
ect into near compliance with the vil- 
lage's proposed density ordinance. 


He said other, less serious problems 


also will be discussed when ho meets 
with village officials. "Really, we're not 
even sure what all the problems are be- 
cause they have not been outlined by the 
village," he said. "As soon as they give 
us an outline of the problems, we'll de- 
cide if wo can live with the changes." 


DiPletro sold he would prefer annexing 


the property to Wheeling so the project 
can bo connected to village water lines.

State loivers 
Dundee Road 
speed limit 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation 


has ordered the speed limit on a half- 
mile stretch of Dundee Road in Buffalo 
Grove reduced from SO m.p.h. to 45 
m.p.h. 


Roy Fonda, a state traffic engineer, 


said Tuesday the speed limit will be re- 
duced on Dundee between Golfview Ter- 
race and Buffalo Grove Road. The 50- 
m.p.h. speed limit on the remainder of 
Dundee Road in the village will not be 
changed, he said. 


Signs reflecting the new limit should be 


put in "very shortly," Fonda said. 


The reduction results from a three-day 


study last month showing that increased 
pedestrian traffic, driveways and park- 
Ing areas necessitated the cut. 


THE STRETCH of Dundee Road is one 


of Buffalo Grove's heaviest in com- 
mercial development and includes the 
Ranch Mart Shopping Center at the Buf- 
falo Grove Road intersection. The Oak 
Creek apartment complex is just west ot 
Ranch Mart. 


About two miles of Dundee Road runs 


through Buffalo Grove but Fonda said 
"other locations studied didn't show al- 
teration of existing speed limit was war- 
ranted or justified." 


Village Mgr. Daniel Larson and Police 


Chief Harry J. Walsh said Tuesday they 
both favor reducing the speeds on the 
rest of Dundee Road, especially in front 
of Buffalo Grove High School, 1100 W. 
Dundee Rd. 


Walsh said maximum speeds for the 


entire road in the village should be cut to 
40 m.p.h. despite a decrease in the num- 
ber of accidents following the widening 
of Dundee Road last year to four lanes. 


"I don't favor high speeds — they can 


be a definite factor in determining the 
severity of nn accident," he said. 


Fonda said that another speed study 


may be undertaken in a few months on 
other sections of Dundee Road depending 
on the number of state permits issued for 
driveways and roads intersecting Dundee 
Road. 
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Mounties—Canada's all-in-one 
officials 


MERV MARKELL

Don't expect Merv Morkell to wrap his 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


And it's hard to Imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobbledygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant in the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


' Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties are, quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said. 


There are some differences, he said. 


The Mounties ajso provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, be said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there arc only 2 5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountie detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
said. 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole ball of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties arc handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


Ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to bo reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimer, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mounties. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markell said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice in San Francisco, he wore his reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
sec a Mountic wearing, he said. 


Markell, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, must retain some of the Mountie 
mystic in his soul On the wall of his 
family room are two pictures: redcoated 
Mounties with their faithful huskie and 
another showing a Mountic with a 
trusted Indian guide.

The River Trails Park District is get- 


ting a second chance to purchase half of 
the 200-acrc Rob Roy golf course, north 
of Euclid Avenue between Wolf and 
Camp .McDonald roads. 


Kcnroy Inc., developer of a 2,350-unit 


project proposed for the golf course, 
plan* to «sk the park district if tt is in- 
Iwcslod In purchasing the land if the de- 
velopment is approved under county zon- 
ing. 


The* park district had a contract with 


Kcnroy to purchase half the golf course 
property If voters approved a $1.2 million 
Kent-nil obligation bond referendum and 
the district marketed an additional $1 
million In revenue bonds. 


The contract, however, was tied to a 


polit km for annexation and zoning in 
Mount Prospect. The village board re- 
jected the zoning bid by one vote last 
month. 


HOY GOTTLIEB, chairman of the 


Kcnroy board, said he is Interested In 
working out a similar agreement tied to 
a petition for county zoning. 


Gottlieb said if the park district is In- 


terested, his firm probably wilt seek zon- 
ing for a 2,350-unlt development similar 
to the one proposed for village zoning. 
Kcnroy officials earlier threatened that If 
their bid for Mount Prospect zoning was 
defeated, the firm would seek zoning for 
4,500 units from the county. 


If the park district rejects Kcnroy's of- 


fer under county zoning, Gottlieb said his 
firm probably will apply for 4,500 units. 


Gottlieb said he is waiting until the 


Feb. 13 meeting of the park board when 
the matter will be presented to the dis- 
trict. He said a decision on a county zon- 
ing application will be made after the 
meeting. 


PAKK PRES. KENNETH Rudnick 


said he could not comment on the offer 
since he has not talked with cither his 
board members or Kedroy representa- 
tives. Ho said, however, that the pork 
board has taken a stand in favor of pre- 
serving as much of the golf course as 
possible. 


"I think the only thing that we can say 


is that the board's position Is not really 
that much changed," Rudnlck said. "We 
said that the. acquisition of as much of 
this property as possible for open space 
is in the long-term best Interests of tho 
residents of the park district." 


Rudnick said that despite this position, 


he did not know if his board will think 
differently about the project as proposed 
under county zoning. He also noted that 
.any purchase depends on whether the 
'voters approve the needed bond issue. 


"We still have a key issue here, which 


Is whether or not a referendum for gen- 
eral obligation bonds would pass in our 
park district," he said.

Buffalo Grove objects to rezoning 
Lake County to rule on junkyard 


A decision is expected next week on a 


request by a developer for e zoning 
change to build a junkyard in unincorpo- 
rated Lake County near Buffalo Grove. 


Cranston Byrd, chief of the Lake Coun- 


ty regional planning commission, said 
the matter will come before the county 
board at a regular meeting next Tues- 
day. 


The petition, submitted by Eugene Po- 


tempa, requests a zoning change on four 
acres near Aptaldsk: and Weiland roads. 
Byrd said Potempa proposed to use the 
property for an auto-scrap and metal-sal- 
vage yard. 


THE PROPOSED use also includes 


auto part Gales and storage for 400 autos, 
Byrd said. 


Last month, the toning board of ap- 


peals voted to recommend the project's 
denial to the county board after some 20 
area residents raised objections the yard 
would cause drainage problems and 
would be a potential source of pollution. 
The project also would cause harm to 
plants in a nearby nursery, the residents 
said. 


Before that, however, the county's 


planning and zoning commission re- 
turned favorable recommendations be- 
cause the surrounding area was almost 
entirely nonresidential and was com- 
patible with other zoning classifications 
in the area, said Byrd. 


Buffalo Gove officials have lodged a 


formal objection to the proposed junk- 
yard in a resolution submitted to Lake 
County officials. 


WILLIAM BALLING, village adminis- 


trative assistant, said officials ore ob- 
jecting to traffic problems the junkyard 
would cause on Weiland Road near the 
Aptaldslc-Tripp Elementary School. The 
school Is within a half-mile of the junk- 
yard site, be said.

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Budget asks 
9.8% increase 
in spending

Des Plnlnos officials have unveiled 


what they believe to be a "bare banes" 
budget (or 1973, a budget deslpcd to 
hold down spending. 


The preliminary budget calls for a 9.8 


per cent increase in city spending during 
1975 and city officials say they have done 
everything possible to hold down ex- 
penses. 


The budget, which will come under dis- 


cussion at a Feb. 13 committee of the 
whole meeting anticipates that the cost 
of providing city services will Increase 
from $12,633,882 In 1974 to $13,929,009 in 
1975. 


DOTH MAYOR Herbert H. Bchrcl and 


Aid. Robert lllndc, 4th, chairman of the 
city council's finance committee, said 
the budget represented a concerted effort 
to hold down spending. 


"I think the committee and others 


have done a good job of cutting every- 
thing right down to the bone," Uclircl 
»nld Tuosddoy. 


Behrcl noted, however, that the budget 


docs not specifically outline what pay In- 
creases. If any. might be coming to city 
employes. The city has not begun con- 
tract talks with the unions that represent 
police, fire fighters and public works em- 
ployer He refused to comment on what 
type of guidelines (he city might be look- 
ins at In terms of pay raises tills 
year. 


IN 
1973. THE 
city 
negotiated 
an 


0.3 per cent pay hike for all city workers. 
So far union representatives have hinted 
they will be looking for a substantial pay 
Increase, possibly as high sa 12 per cent, 


because af the sharp increase in the cost 
of living during the past year. 


Bchrcl said the proposed budget docs 


not include any funds to finance his 
requc.it for an administrative assistant. 
He indicated the request will have to be 
studied by a city council committee be- 
fore any funds can be approved for the 
post. 


The city code and judiciary committee 


has scheduled a meeting on the recom- 
mendation Feb. 13. 


Some aldermen have suggested the 


proposal could face tough sledding when 
it reaches the city council for a vote. 
They have suggested that a number of 
recent disputes among the mayor and 
some aldermen may kill the proposal.

Boundaries OKd, not office center

The East Maine Dlst. C3 Board of'Edu- 


cation Tuesday night approved 
new 


boundaries for elementary schools west 
of Milwaukee Avenue but clashed about 
the need for a new administration center. 


The boundary plan, revised to prevent 


students from 'crossing busy roads to at- 
tend school, was approved 6 to 1. Board 
member Penny Larson voted against the 
proposal, saying that no changes should 
be made until a decision is reached on a 
new administration center. 


Under the proposed boundary changes, 


administrative offices at Bollard- School 
must be converted to classrooms for the 
additional students. The board plan origi- 
nally called for an administrative center 
to be built on a district-owned site at Dec 
Road north of Golf Road. Board mem- 


bers later learned that a building could 
not be constructed on that site without a 
referendum. 


Mrs. Larson objected to approving a 


new administrative center, citing what 
she termed "confusing information" and 
"lack of credibility." 


Mrs. Larson said enrollment projec- 


tions indicated that space would be avail- 
able within existing schools for the ad- 
ministration center. She said that a sepa- 
rate administration building never could 
be converted to classroom use because it 
would not meet the state safety require- 
ments. 


BOARD MEMBER Larry Hciss also 


objected to building an administration 
center, saying that the benefits derived 
from the building would not justify the 
costs. 


"Administration space has been ade- 


quate. I'm not willing to spend half a 
million on a facility when I can't sec any 
financial return," he said. Rciss also 
said moving 150 children would not jus- 
tify such a large expenditure. 


Board member William Allen said that 


an administration center is a "necessi- 
ty." He said the space could house of- 
fices for psychologists and a curriculum 
center. 


"There is a need for space and we 


could use an administrative center now," 
he said. "No doubt there will be a de- 
cline in enrollment, but we've always 
been able to use the additional classroom 
space for educational purposes." 


BOARD MEMBER Barbara 
Kiphis 


said she was concerned about the cost of 


building the administrative center. She 
noted that an architect's estimate of 
$563,000 was about $40,000 more than the 
district has available for construction. 
She said she would support building a 
new administrative center only if the 
cost could be limited to $450,000. 


Mrs. Larson and Rciss called for a 


long-range study of administrative needs, 
noting that administrative offices could 
be temporarily placed in mobile units. "I 
could never make a decision about the 
building if I don't know how much it 
would cost," Mrs. Larson said, adding 
that the arshitcct's study did not include 
the cost of decoration and furnishing or 
moving. 


There was no decision on the adminis- 


trative center at press time.

Mounties—Canada's all-in-one 
officials

Don't expect Mcrv Markell to wrap his • 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


And It's hard to Imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobblcdygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant in the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mountics, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OP Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, tho Mountics find them- 
selves with on image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mountics are, quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They ore charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said. 


There are some differences, he sold. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
bock" outside the towns, be said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there are only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge.' 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountlc detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
sold: 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole boll of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties arc handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


Ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to be reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimer, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mountics 
that tour the \\orld with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mountics. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles.

MERV MARKELL

Don't expect Mcrv Markcll to wrap his 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


And It's hard to Imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dowy-eycd. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobblcdygook" to Markcll, a 
sergeant in the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markcll, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, Is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties arc, quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markcll 
said. 


There arc some differences, he said. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, he said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there arc only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountic detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
said. 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole ball of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties arc handling 


these chores, others arc serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


ing, similar, Markcll said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result is n highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to be reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markcll 
served three years at his lost post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimcr, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mnncc of the Mounties. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markcll said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice In San Francisco, he wore his reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
see a Mountie wearing, he said. 


Markcll, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, 
must retain some of the Mountic 


mystic in his soul. On the wall of his 
family room are two pictures: redcoated 
Mounties with their faithful huskie and 
another showing a Mountic with a 
trusted Indian guide.

Mounties—Canada's all-in-one 
officials 


MERV MARKELL

Don't expect Merv Markell to wrap his 


arm around his trusted lead dog'and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


And it's hard to imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived Ideas" 


amount to "gobbledygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant in the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties arc, 
quite simply, the 


15,000-mon federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said. 


There ore some differences, he said. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, be said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there arc only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountie detach- 
ments providing- the government, 
he 


said. 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole ball of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties are handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way • patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train-, 


ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to bo reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimcr, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mounties. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markell said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice in San Francisco, he wore his reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
see a Mountie wearing, he said. 


Markell, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, must retain some of the Mountie 
mystic in his soul. On the wall of his 
family room arc two pictures: redcoatcd 
Mounties with their faithful huskie and 
another showing a Mountie with a 
trusted Indian guide.

"WE WILL NOT make a decision ci-

village board meeting after Baronc's let- 
ter was read. She said the airport feasi- 
bility study is being monitored by a 
member of Hoffman Estates' environ- 
mental committee.

mine whether to enlarge the now private 
Schaumburg Airport and operate it as a 
municipal field. 


A report on demand and capacity of 


the airport, as well as a "market-type" 
approach to forecasting is expected at to- 
day's 8 p.m. meeting of the village mass 
transit committee, said Curtis K. Weli- 
Ung, of Howard, Needles, Tammcn and 
Bcrgcndoff, consulting engineers per- 
forming the $56,000 study. The committee 
will meet in the Great Hall Conference 
Room, 231S. Civic Dr. 


The ISO-acre airport, on W. Irving 


Park Road, Is owned by Bennett and 
Kahnwcllcr Associates, Chicago real es- 
tate brokers; Centex Corp. and William 
Lambert, who holds extensive properties 
in the Schaumburg area. Owners have 
indicated willingness to sell the airport to 


the village if results of the study prove 
positive, though the study is not limited 
to that site. 


TWO YEARS AGO officials of Hanover 


Park and Streamwood passed resolutions 
objecting to the airport expansion. The 
resolutions were forwarded to Schaum- 
burg, the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration and the Illinois Dcpt. of Trans- 
portation. 


Kenneth B. Wolinor, airport vice presi- 


dent and general manager, said Hanover 
Park is not within the one-mile approach 
to the west end of the landing strip, 


though Schaumburg and Roselle arc. 
However, ho noted that parts of all five 
communities are within the wider five- 
mile approach area. 


"It is really difficult to get people to 


understand that airport expansion would 
mean additional aircraft, not a different 
type of plane. We're talking about light, 
single-and two-engine craft, not jets," 
Wolmer said.

Mounties—Canada's all-in-one officials 


MERV MARKELL 


by JOE SW1CKARD 


Don't expect Merv Markell to wrap bis 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case Is 
closed." 


And It's hard to imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobbledygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant In the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties are, quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said. 


There are some differences, he said. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, he said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada. In an 
area larger than Washington, Oregon and 
California there are only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


This leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountic detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
said. 


"We become the local form of govern- 


ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole ball of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties arc handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result Is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to be reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimer, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mounties. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markell said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice in San Francisco, he wore his reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
see a Mountie wearing, he said. 


Markell, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, 
must retain some of the Mountie 


mystic in his soul. On the wall of his 
family room are two pictures: redcoatcd 
Mounties with their faithful huskie and 
another showing a Mountie with a 
trusted Indian guide.

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Smallest increase in area 
Crime goes up 
burglaries top list

Reported crimes in Mount Prospect 


during 1974 increased only 9.7 per cent, 
despite largo increases In burglaries and 
vandalism. 


Statistics released Tuesday by the po- 


lice department show that 4,311 crimes 
were reported during 1974, compared 
with 3.930 in 1973. A larger increase in 
the more serious crimes of 15.9 per cent 
last year was partially offset by an only 
4.7 per cent increase In the less serious 
crimes. 


Some 320 burglaries were reported last 


year, an Increase of 40 per cent over tlio 
227 reported in 1973. In addition. CS bur- 
glary attempts were reported. The van- 
dalism cases were up 20.7 per cent with 
1,182 cases reported. 


Police Chief Ralph J. Doncy said ho 


was pleased by the crime statistics. He 
said, referring to the slight Increase in 
crime, "I don't find that earth shattering. 
I feel the increase wo have suffered is 
not that exorbitant." 


DONEY CITED the excellent Job he 


said was being done by the policemen as 
one reason crime had not risen even 
more. He had particular praise for the 
detective section and its high clearance 


rate on burglaries and robberies. 


Of the 320 burglaries, 44 per cent were 


solved during the year — cither by ar- 
rests or persons arrested on some other 
charges admitting to burglaries. Often 
those admitting to additional crimes can- 
not be charged If the police department 
lacks evidence linking a person to the 
crime. 


Another 26 burglaries from last year 


were solved last month but arc not in- 
cluded in the 44 per cent figure, Sgt. Pat- 
rick Hallihan, head of the detective sec- 
tion, said. 


Fifteen of the 10 robberies committed 


last year have been cleared by arrests 
and police said they have a suspect In 
the final cose. Only seven robberies were 
reported in 1973. 


RECENTLY RELEASED crime fig- 


ures for other communities make the 
Mount Prospect crime Increase one of 
the smallest in the area. |n the more 
serious crime categories, where Mount 
Prospect Increased 15.9 per cent, the 
similar figures for Wheeling were up 53 
per cent and for Buffalo Grove, up 37.6 
per cent.

major issue in the April village election, 
independent candidate Edward B. Rhea 
Jr. said Tuesday. 


Rhea said he does not plan to cam- 


paign on a specific platform, but said his 
primary concern is to make the village 
board "more responsive to the people." 


"The issue goes deeper than just a 


vote on a specific item," Rhea said. "It's 
the whole attitude that the people don't 
know what is good for them." 


THE CANDIDATE said the board's ap- 


proval of a new $3.2 million library and 
the controversy over the Rob Roy Golf 
Course development showed that board 
members arc not listening to the wishes 
of the people. He sold that although the 
Rob Roy development was defeated, the 
close vote indicated the board is out of 
touch with its constituents. 


Rhea became the third Independent 


Edwivril B.

candidate to charge the board with ignor- 
ing the wishes of residents. Norma Mu- 
rauskis 
and Leo Floras also have 


charged that the board is unresponsive. 
All three candidates arc seeking three 
two-year terms on the village board. 


"They seem to take the attitude that 


because they were appointed or elected 
to the board that they are as wise as 
Solomon," Rhea said. 


TO MAKE THE board more respon- 


sive, Rhea said he plans to work for dis- 
trict representatives instead of trustees 
elected by the entire village. 


"I think we huve outgrown our system 


of at-large trustees," Rhea said. "Our 
village has grown so largq so fast that 
they do not know who they represent. 
Most of the people do not know wlio their 
representatives are. That's why I intend 
to try to change our form of govern- 
ment." 


Rhea said that if elected lie will call 


for the formation of a committotf that 
will draft a referendum issue to convert 
the village to a district form of govern- 
ment. He said that Mount Prospect can 
remain a village despite the change in 
representation. 


The first to file his nominating peti- 


tions for the two two-year terms, Rhea 
will head the ballot in his race. 


INCUMBENT TRUSTEES opposing 


Rhea include Marie L. Caylor and 0. T. 
Gustus, both on the United Citizens Par- 
ty ticket. Others on the party slate in- 
clude Trustee George B. Anderson, zon- 
ing board chairman Carolyn II.

Glowing tribute for the only principal 


the school has ever had quickly turned 
from a warm moment to a heated argu- 
ment when member Al Domanico argued 
against the "jockeying around" of school 
names. 


Domanico said the "school district is 


more than Elk Grove" and that the dis- 
trict could face "the possibility of renam- 
ing all 21 schools," a suggestion that 
board member Judy Zanca labeled "ri- 
diculous." 


Though Mrs. Zanca and board member 


Avis Wold argued for the renaming, the 
board reacted in the way it has many 
times — it "tabled" the action on the 
matter under the pretense of checking

Lynnwood area to sue park district 


Filly homeowners who say they were 


Improperly annexed to the Arlington 
Heights Park District say they will sue 
the district Friday In an attempt to block 
the annexation. 


Residents of the unincorporated Lynn- 


wood subdivision southeast of Palatine 
Road and 111. Rtc. 53 charge that the 
park district did not properly annex a 
portion of their subdivision. The flnan- 
c I a 11 y-strappcd district annexed 25 
houses In January. 


State law allows a park district to an- 


nex property exceeding 60 acres If It Is 
bounded on three sides by a municipal- 


ity, a highway, a body of water, a rail- 
road, or other park district property. 


PAItK DISTRICT officials have said 


that park property adjoins the Lynnwood 
area on three sides and that north Chi- 
cago Avenue constitutes a highway under 
the state law. 


Residents of the area, their attorney, 


and a state legislator who sponsored an 
amendment to the law believe that the 
street does not qualify as n highway, and 
that park district officials are mis- 
interpreting the statute. 


Donald Kregcr, attorney for the home- 


owners, expects the court to give the 


park district about a month to formally 
respond to the suit. The park district's 
response to the suit will determine 
whether a trial Is necessary or whether 
the Issue can be decided by the judge 
without a trial, Kcger said. 


CHARLES K. BOBINC1TK. park dis- 


trict attorney, said the park district will 
"probably" respond to the allegation "the 
same way it has In the past." 


Bobinette has said that Chicago Ave- 


nue qualifies as a highway under the def- 
inition he has found in the Illinois Law 
Practice Roads and Bridges Book ''be- 
cause the public generally has the right 


to use the street for passdge and traffic 


"I have offered my legal opinion on 


this and I'm ready to back it up. There is 
no question in my mind'that the district 
has the right to annex this property, and 
that Chicago Avenue is a Highway," ho 
said. 


Kreger said that he will use the testi- 


mony of Lynnwood residents and of Statt 
Rep. Ronald K. Hoffman, R-Westchestcr 
who sponsored the legislation, to support 
the suit. 


Lynnwood residents have raised more 


than $1,000 in contributions to pay their 
attorney.

Don't expect Merv Markell to wrap his 


arm around his trusted lead dog and 
then proclaim: "Well, King, this case is 
closed." 


. 
And It's hard to Imagine him perched 


atop a mountain crooning to an Indian 
maiden, all dewy-eyed. 


Because those "preconceived ideas" 


amount to "gobbledygook" to Markell, a 
sergeant In the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. 


Markell, a 20-year veteran of the 


Mounties, is living in Arlington Heights 
with his wife and two daughters while 
attending a .Northwestern University law 
enforcement program until June. 


AFTER YEARS OF Sgt. Preston and 


Nelson Eddy, the Mounties find them- 
selves with an Image a sainted superman 
might find restraining. 


But Mounties are. quite simply, the 


15,000-man federal police force of Cana- 
da. They are charged with enforcing all 
federal laws, similar to the FBI, Markell 
said.. 


There are some differences, he said. 


The Mounties also provide the "state po- 
lice" for most of the provinces on a con- 
tract basis. They patrol the vast "way 
back" outside the towns, he said. 


Markell, 37, for example, was assigned 


most recently to British Columbia, the 
westernmost province of Canada In an 
area larger than Washington. Oregon and 
California there are only 2.5 million 
people, most of them clustered along the 
southern edge. 


Tills leaves a few people scattered over 


vast areas, with small Mountle detach- 
ments providing the government, he 
said. 
T 


' "We become the local form of govern- 
ment. We handle everything — dog li- 
censes, business permits, perform mar- 
riages. Just the whole boll of wax," he 
said. 


WHILE SOME Mounties are handling 


these chores, others are serving in high- 
way patrol, criminal investigation and 
government security, he said. 


The Mounties undergo intensive train- 


ing, similar, Markell said, to that of the 
U.S. Marines. The result Is a highly dis- 
ciplined military-type organization. 


Until just three months ago, married 


men were not permitted to join the force. 
Previously, men had to wait five (later 
reduced to three) years before they could 
get married, and then only with written 
permission. 


Just as transfers are part of military 


life, Mounties can expect to be reas- 
signed every couple of years. Markell 
served three years at his last post before 
being assigned to the school. He said he 
was "an oldtimer, overdue for a move." 


When Markell enlisted from his home- 


town of Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan, he 
put in 140 hours of riding. Now, he said, 
most of the riding is performed by the 
"musical ride," the red-coated Mounties 
that tour the world with precision horse- 
manship. 


TIME IS CATCHING up with the ro- 


mance of the Mounties. Markell said he 
has never driven a dog sled and most 
winter patrols are done via snowmobiles. 


Even the traditional redcoats are re- 


served for ceremonial uses, most times, 
Markell said. He normally wears a 
brown uniform, but he has his red coat 
handy. 


Attached to a Canadian government of- 


fice in San Francisco, he wore his reds, 
because that's what Americans expect to 
see a Mountie wearing, he said. 


Markell, a friendly, yet no-nonsense 


man, must retain some of the Mountie 
mystic in his soul. On the wall of his 
family room are two pictures: rcdcoated 
Mounties with their faithful huskie and 
another showing a Mountie with a 
trusted Indian guide.

hired with money provided by the federal 
government to create public-service jobs 
for the nation's unemployed. 


Village personnel director Greg Ford 


said 35 residents applied for positions as 
public works employes, clerk-typists and 
custodians, most referred by the Illinois 
State Employment Service office in DCS 
Plaines. 


Many more inquired about public ser- 


vice jobs but were not allowed to apply 
because they live outside the village, 
Ford said. 


Hired were Michael Stuckel, 21. a Viet- 


nam, veteran and William A. Lathen, 45, 
both to work in-the forestry division of 
the village's public works department; 
Andrew J. Coda, 51 who will be a 
maintenance worker for the Arlington 
Heights Park District. 


Also hired were Thomas Klutn, 39, who 


will work as a custodian at the library: 
Diane L. Tetzlaff. 20, and Shirley Palew- 
icz, 46, clerk-typists: and Laura Maki, 
24. who will be a secretary for the fire 
department. 


ARLINGTON

received 


$2.000 more emergency employment 
money than originally had been an- 
nounced in January. The final allocation 
was $67,017. 


Ford said the money would fund the 


new jobs for the next 10 to 12 months. 
Employes who have been hired under the 
program will be moved into any openings 
among village-paid staff, he said.

than $10,000 a 


year, and should 
average 
a b o u t 


$7.800. The seven people employed by the 
village with the federal funds will be 
paid the same as other village employes 
with the same job, Ford said. 


There is a possibility that the ullage 


may get more- emergency employment 
money from the federal government, de- 
pending on future action by Congress, he 
said. 


The City of DCS Plaines turned down 


$78.158 that could have been used to hire 
unemployed workers because city offi- 
cials said they did not want to become 
involved in a federal hiring program in 
which funds eventually would be cut off. 


Under terms of the program. Ford said 


priority in hiring was given to Vietnam 
veterans, persons who have been out of 
work for more than 15 weeks, heads of 
households and those whose unemploy- 
ment insurance had run out.

Walsh said maximum speeds for the

Village hands 
over $34,000 
fund to parks 


The Arlington Heights Village Board 


took several steps Monday to Improve re- 
lations with the Arlington Heights Park 
District, Including an attempt to lay to 
rest the long-simmering land-dedication 
fund controversy. 


The land-dedication fund has been a 


sore spot in relations between the two 
governmental bodies since last year 
when Vice Pres. Katherine Muller of the 
park board charged Village Mgr. L. A. 
Hanson with "distorting" the fund's 
records. Hanson denied the charge and 
said he acted only at the direction of the 
village board in handling the money, 
gathered from developers to provide 
community fadliUs. 


The board voted Monday to turn over 


the balance of the fund, $34,000, to the 
parks and to have an auditor review the 
fund. Both measures were recommended 
by tho board's finance committee. 


The board also voted to turn over two 


lots in the Ivy Hill subdivision to the 
park district. The village, 
however, 


would retain title to one of the lots while 
the parks would have use of it. 


A CALL BY Trustee Frank Palmatier 


for the village to "assist" the park dis- 
trict In acquiring land and raising money 
was modified by the board. 


Trustee Richard Durava said the word 
"assist" could mean the village's pas- 
sage of a tax to benefit the district, 
which it is unable to do without a 
referendum, Durava's position was sec- 
onded by Truseo James T. Ryan. 


The board decided to limit its aid to 


help the district "explore" ways of rais- 
ing funds for land acquisition. 


An agreement also was reached to 


lease the village-owned buses, from the 
defunct Mctron bus company, to the 
parks on a year-to-year basis. The parks 
would foot the bill for gasoline, oil and 
insurance while the village will perform 
all vehicle maintenance. 


The proposal came out of the commu- 


nity service committee, chaired by Du- 
rava.

matter of selecting voting locations for 
school board elections In April. 


DESPITE AGREEMENT from virtual- 


ly all sides that Cook School, 711 Chclms- 
ford Ln., Elk Grove Village, should be 
renamed in honor of its late principal, 
Patricia Marshall, the board turned dis- 
cussion of tho possibility into an embar- 
rassing argument Monday. 


Glowing tribute for tho only principal 


the school has ever had quickly turned 
from a warm moment to a heated argu- 
ment when member Al Domanlco argued 
against the "Jockeying around" of school 
names. 


Domanlco said the "school district is 


more than Elk Grove" and that the dis- 
trict could face "the possibility of renam- 
ing all 21 schools," a suggestion that 
board member Judy Zanca labeled "ri- 
diculous." 


Though Mrs. Zanca and board member 


Avis Wold argued for the renaming, the
